Ladies  Asked  To  Heed 
—'Religion  Is  Action' 


Weekend  sessions  have  been 
preluded  by  the  annual  Relief 
Society  conclave.  The  Sunday 
School  world  conference 
continues  its  Tuesday  through 
Friday  sessions. 

Addressing  representatives  of 
the  3 2 2, 5 00- member  ladies’ 
auxiliary,  Pres.  Hugh  B.  Brown, 
member  of  the  First  Presidency  of 
the  Church,  suggested  that  “while 
we  live,  we  should  try  to  make 
each  day  a year  so  far  as  beauty, 
nobility  and  a warm  sense  of 
brotherhood  are  concerned.” 

Brown  cited  the  importance  of 
interpreting  religion  in  terms  of 
service.  “Man’s  curious  ability  to 
keep  divine  relationships  in  one 
compartment  of  life  and  human 
relations  in  another  is  wrong. 
They  belong  to  each  other,”  he 
affirmed. 

Declaring  that  religious  ideals 
should  inspire  daily  usefulness  and 
practical  goodness,  Pres.  Brown 
exhorted,  “We  must  remember 


that  religion  is  action,  not  only 
diction.”  It  “must  not  become  an 
isoloated  and  uninfluential 
afterthought,”  he  added. 

Emphasizing  that  the  task  of 
Relief  Society  members  is  to  serve 
their  fellowmen,  Pres.  Brown 
stated  that  “service  is  included  in 
and  is  a product  of  love.  So  long 
as  we  love,  we  serve.” 

World-renowned  President  of 
the  Church,  David  O.  McKay,  96, 
is  not  expected  to  attend  the 
meetings,  due  to  poor  health.  His 
key-note  message  will  be  read  by 
his  son  to  those  in  attendance. 

Addressing  bishops  and  stake 
presidents  from  every  state  in  the 
union  and  numerous  foreign 
countries  will  be  nearly  40  general 
officers  of  the  church,  including 
the  Twelve  Apostles. 

Assisting  President  McKay  in 
the  planning,  preparation  and 
conducting  of  the  conference  are 
his  counselors,  Hugh  B.  Browr 
and  N.  Eldon  Tanner.
